Peeoki Or THe COMMITTEE-ON NECROLOGY 

Since our last Synod the following are some of the members of the Province 
who have entered the rest which belongeth to the children of God. 

The Rt. Rev. Peter Trimble Rowe, Doctor of Divinity, died on Monday, 
June Ist, 1942. He was one of the most highly esteemed and beloved bishops 
in the United States. The character of his diocese gave a romantic color to his 
episcopate and engaged the interest of those who knew him only as Bishop of 
Alaska: but the character of the man endeared him to the citizens of that out- 
post and to his countless friends in the United States and Canada. He was sent 
to our northern territory in 1895 when snow shoes and dog teams were the last 
word in transportation. He remained to serve after the airplane became the 
accepted mode of travel. He might have retired in 1925 but he chose to carry 
on, even after a Suffragan was chosen to relieve him of the work to which he 
was physically unequal, and rounded out, except for a few months, 47 years of 
service, It may not be generally known that he was nominated as its first bishop 
when the Missionary District of San Joaquin was erected and would undoubt- 
edly have been elected had he not refused to let his name be voted on, being 
unwilling to give up his responsibility to the Indians and whites to whom he 


was devoted.

DIOCESE OF SACRAMENTO 
JUNE 9th, 1943 
First Day 

This being the day and place appointed by the Provincial Council for hold- 
ing the Twenty-fifth Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops, Clerical 
and Lay Deputies to the Synod and the Delegates to the twenty-second session 
of the Provincial session of the Woman’s Auxiliary assembled in the Church 
of the Incarnation at 7:30 A.M. for a Corporate Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion. The Rt. Rey. Arthur W. Moulton, D.D., President of the Province, 
was the Celebrant, being assisted in the Epistle by the Secretary of the Synod 
and in the Gospel by the Bishop of Sacramento. By action of the Provincial 
Council the offering at this, as well as all the Synod services, will be devoted to 
the expense fund for sending delegates from this Province to a meeting of the 
National Youth Commission, to be held in the early autumn. 

The opening service of the Synod was also held in the Church of the Incar- 
nation at 10:00 o’clock. The Bishop of San Joaquin read the office of Morning 
Prayer with the Ven. William F. Bulkley reading the lesson. The sermon was 
preached by the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, D.D., Bishop of Idaho. 

The first business session was called to order at 11:35 A.M. with the Bishop 
of Utah, President of the Province, in the chair. The roll of Bishops and Depu- 
ties was called. This indicated that six Bishops, Clerical Deputies from eleven 
of the Dioceses, and Missionary Districts and Lay Deputies from six of the Dio- 
ceses and Districts were present. This being a quorum as fixed and defined by 
Article 11, Section 2 (d) of the Constitution of the Province the Chair so an- 
nounced and declared the twenty-fifth Synod opened in the name of the Holy 
Trinity.

Mr. Milbank, Acting Treasurer, presented his report for the fiscal year of 
1942 together with the Auditor’s report certifying the correctness of the same. 
(Appendix A, page —.) On motion the report was received and adopted. 

As Chairman of the Finance Department he presented the Tentative Budget 
for 1943 as adopted by the Synod of 1942. He offered the following resolution: 

Resolved: that the budget for 1943 tentatively adopted by the Synod of 
1942 be made the Permanent Budget for 1943, with the following exceptions: 

1. That the item of $75.00 for the Department of Missions—Indian Work- 
ers Conference—be eliminated and that amount be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Christian Education, College Work Commission, making that 
total $150.00. 

2. That the item listed as War Work be designated as the National Army 
and Navy Commission and the funds be sent to that organization. 
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On motion the resolution was adopted. This Permanent Budget is Appen- 
dix b, page —. He then presented the Lentative Budget tor 1944, which had 
been approved by the Provincial Council and reterred to the Synod, (Appendix 
C, page —.) 

On motion Synod approved and adopted this as the Tentative Budget 
for 1944, : 

He then reported the spread of Assessments upon the constituent units of 
the Province tor the Maintenance Buaget. For the Program Asking, he re- 
quested that a representative from each of the constituent units shouid tenta- 
tively accept the Asking with the unuerstanding that the matter would be pre- 
sened to each of the Diocesan and Wistrict Councils for action and a report as 
early as possible be made to Mr. Milbank. (Appendix C, page —.) 

On motion the financial report as a whole was approved and adopted. 

‘he Bishop of California, Chairman of the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion, unable to be present at this Synod, presented his report through the 
Secretary. (Appendix F.) On motion the report was received and adopted. 

The Bishop of Spokane, Chairman of the Department of Christian Social 
Relations, unable to be present at this Synod, presented his report through the 
Secretary. (Appendix C.) On motion the report was received and adopted. 


The Bishop of San Joaquin, Chairman of the Department of Youth, pre- 
sented his report. (Appendix J.) On motion the same was received and adopted. 


On motion it was voted that the Committee on Resolutions prepare and 
present to the Synod a message of sympathy to Mr. and Mrs. Edward Colcock 
on the death of their daughter; to Mrs, W. L. Van Schaick, President of the 
Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary, on the very serious illness of a member of her 
household; to the Bishop of Arizona on the serious accident he had suffered, 
all of whom were thus prevented from attending this Synod. 


The Rev. Marius J. Lindloff, Chairman of the College Work Commission, 
presented the report of that commission. (Appendix G.) On motion the same 
was received and adopted. 


The Very Rev. Chas. E. McAllister, Vice Chairman of the Department 
of Promotion, presented his report. (Appendix H.) On motion the same was 
received and adopted. 

The report also embodied the following resolutions: 


1. Resolved: that, war conditions allowing, the Department of Promotion 
be directed to hold promotional conferences throughout the Province, especially 
in areas where there are concentrations of new population. 


ee Resolved: that in all reports on financial and vital statistics that all 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts in the Province adhere strictly to the calendar 
year, January Ist to January Ist. 


3. Resolved: that the Clergy of the Province be urged to impress upon 
their people the importance of asking and presenting letters of transfer when 
changing residence for a period of more than six months, 


4. Resolved: that the Department of Christian Education cooperate with 
the Department of Promotion in suggesting means of promoting the Children’s 
Lenten Offering and the Birthday Thank Offering. 

5. Resolved: that the Synod approves participation in the United Canvass 
Plan in such communities as may offer opportunity. 

6. Resolved: that the President of the Province appoint a joint commit- 
tee of three Bishops, three Presbyters and three laymen, all members of the 
General Convention of 1943, to study the relation of the Missionary Districts 
in the Province to the National Council and that their suggestions be com- 


municated to all Bishops and Deputies to General Convention in the Province 
prior to September 15th, 1943, 
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These resolutions were considered seriatim and on motion were severally 
adopted. 

The President appointed as the joint committee called for by resolution 
six, the following: 

Archdeacon Bulkley, Chairman of the Commission on Rural Work, pre- 
sented his report (Appendix E). The same was, on motion, received and adopted. 

Dean McAllister presented the following report for the Radio Committee: 
The Synod of 1942 referred to this committee certain projects, namely, that the 
National Council undertake a survey of the use and possibility of radio and 
motion pictures in the work of the Church, the study of certain new techniques 
in religious broadcasting, and an effort to solve the problem of difference in 
time as it affects the far west in national broadcasts. Owing to government 
regulations and restrictions both in the radio and motion picture fields, the 
committee is prevented from arriving at final conclusions in any of these mat- 
ters and sees little hope of being able to do so for the duration of the war. 

The committee, therefore, offers the following resolution: 

Resolved: that the Committee on Radio be continued and requested to 
direct its attention to the promotion of further use of radio and motion pictures 
in the work of the Church as soon as war conditions permit. On motion the 
resolution was adopted. 

Arhdeacon Bulkley presented the report of the Committee on Conduct 
of Religious Services in connection with the Synod, which required no action. 

On motion Synod adjourned until 9:30 A. M., Thursday morning. 

The evening of this day was devoted to the Synod dinner, which was served 
in the Hotel Occidental at 8:00 P.M. The President of the Province was the 
toastmaster. The Rev. Arthur W. Farlander, Rector of the Church of the 
Incarnation, extended a welcome to the Synod in behalf of the Parish and the 
City of Santa Rosa. Bishop Porter extended the welcome of the Diocese of 
Sacramento. Mrs. J. O. Lincoln told us the story of the growth and develop- 
ment of St. Dorothy’s Rest Home, at Camp Meeker, and the Bishop of Los 
Angeles spoke of the opportunity and responsibility of the Church in these tried 
and troubled days of war. 


Thursday, June 10th, Second Day 


At the 7:30 A.M. Celebration of the Holy Communion, the Bishop of Sac- 
ramento was the Celebrant, being assisted by the Bishop of Idaho, the Rev. 
Perry G. M. Austin, and Archdeacon Bulkley. The business session of the 
Synod began at 9:30 A.M. with the President in the chair. Mr. John Vassie read 
a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and the Rev. Garth Sibbald read the Collects. 


The minutes of Wednesday’s session were read and approved. 

The Committee on Despatch of Business, through the Bishop of Nevada, 
presented the following report: We recommend the following order of business 
for Thursday— 


1. Reading of the minutes. 2. Elections. 3. Committee on Constitution and 
Canons. 4. Committee on Necrology. 5. Report of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific. 6. Report of St. Margaret’s House. 7, Report of Special Com- 
mittee on Seamen’s Work. 8. Special Committee on Placement. 9. Committee 
on Resolutions. 10. Old and New Business. 11. Selection of place for the 1944 
Synod. On motion this order was approved and adopted. 


er of business was elections. The Chair appointed H. Ivor Thomas 
eect oe the Rev. Garth Sibbald and the Rey. Leslie Rolls, tellers for 
the Clerical vote, and George Entz and Carl Crippen tellers for the Lay vote. 
The ballots were cast and while being counted, Mrs.) ©! Lincoln was pre- 
sented to the House and made a brief address on the St. Dorothy’s Rest Home.

Dean McAllister presented the following resolutions: 


1. Resolved: that full copies of the report of the Special Committee to Con- 
sider the Status of the Missionary District of San Joaquin presented to the 
Synod of 1942 be sent to the Bishops and to all members of the Clerical and 
Lay Deputation from the Province to the General Convention of 1943 for their 
information. The resolution was referred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
which later reported it approved the resolution and recommended its adoption. 
On motion the recommendation of the committee was adopted. 


2. Resolved: that the Synod of the Province wishes to record its firm con- 
viction as regards the necessity of absolute separation of Church and State, 
and, therefore, respectfully requests that General Convention consider the appli- 
cation of this principle in connection with such government regulations as may 
seem to involve the right of the Churches to select and train their own candi- 
dates for the sacred ministry. The resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions, which later reported it approved the resolution and recom- 
mended its adoption. On motion the recommendation of the committee was 
adopted. 

The tellers, through Mr. Thomas, judge of elections, reported that the fol- 
lowing had been elected: The Bishop of Los Angeles for Provincial Repre- 
sentative on the National Council; the Bishop of Nevada for Episcopal Member 
of the Provincial Council, class 1946; the Very Rev. Chas. E. McAllister for 
Clerical Member of the Provincial Council, class of 1946; Judge J. A. Howell 
for Lay Member of the Provincial Council, class of 1946; Mr. Morris Milbank, 
Treasurer; Mr. Robert Bullard, Trustee, Church Divinity School of the Pa- 
cific, class of 1945; Mr. Arthur Towne, Trustee, Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, class of 1948. The judge of elections reported no election for Trustee 
of St. Margaret’s House. The Chair ordered a second ballot taken and this 
ballot elected the Bishop of Idaho as member of the Trustees in the class of 1947. 


On motion the Synod voted to go into executive session to receive the re- 
port of the House of Bishops on the selection of candidates to the House of 
Bishops of General Convention to fill the vacancy in the Episcopate of the 
Missionary District of San Joaquin. 


The report was presented by the Bishop of Nevada, Secretary of the House. 
In substance, the report stated that while the House of Bishops was prepared 
to submit names for the vacancy, the House felt it inadvisable to do so because, 
first, that so few of the Bishops had found it possible to attend this Synod, and, 
second, that with four months and more intervening before General Convention 
meets the publicity given the names of the three to be selected would be em- 
barrassing to them and make for the unsettling of the parish life where each 
now serves. 


The Bishop of Sacramento presented the following resolution: 


Resolved: that the 25th Synod of the Province of the Pacific, feeling keenly 
the challenging opportunities confronting the Church in the Missionary District 
of San Joaquin, unanimously reaffirms its stand taken in 1942 and respectfully 
memorializes the House of Bishops that a Bishop be elected for the District 
without delay. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The Rev. Allen W. Geddes presented the following resolution: 

Resolved: that this Synod, meeting in executive session, request the 
House of Bishops of the Synod to proceed with nominations for a Missionary 
Bishop of San Joaquin and report to the Synod as required by the Canons. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

On motion it was voted that Synod recess for twenty minutes to give the 
House of Bishops opportunity for another meeting, 
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After the recess the Synod resumed its executive session. The Bishop of 
Nevada, Secretary of the House of Bishops, submitted six names to the Synod 
three of these to be selected and their names transmitted to the House of 
Bishops, through the Presiding Bishop, as the Synod’s nominees for Bishop 
of San Joaquin. 

On motion it was voted that action on this report be made the order of 
the day at 3:00 P.M. The Synod arose from executive session. 

As the President had to be absent from the house for a time the Bishop 
of San Joaquin took the chair. 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons, through the Rev. Perrys Gevis 
Austin, Secretary of the Committee, presented the following report: 

1. Resolved: that Article 7, Section 5, of the Constitution be amended by 
adding at the end of the first line of the section the words, “which shall be held 
as soon as may be after the first day of September”, so that Section 5 shall read, 
“The Council shall hold at least one stated meeting annually, which shall be 
held as soon as may be after the first day of September, and shall meet at such 
other times as it may appoint”. 

On motion this amendment was approved and adopted. 


2. Resolved: that Canon IX be and is hereby repealed and the following 
substitute be and is hereby adopted: 


CANON IX 
ASSESSMENTS AND APPORTIONMENTS 

A. The fiscal year of the Province shall begin the first day of May of each year 
and shall end on the thirtieth day of April of the succeeding year. 

The Department of Finance shall present, through the Treasurer, to the 

stated meeting of the Council a Budget of Contingent Expenses for the 

following fiscal year, to be known as the Maintenance Budget, together 
with a table of assessments upon the constituent Dioceses and Missionary 

Districts, which shall be prorated in accordance with such method as the 

Synod approves. 

C. At the same time the Department of Finance shall present to the Council 
a budget of appropriations for missionary or educational purposes, to be 
known as the Program Budget, which shall be apportioned to the Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts in the same manner as the Maintenance Budget. 

D. These budgets, as approved by the Council shall be communicated immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the stated meeting to the several Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts for their information and action thereon. 

E. At the succeeding annual Synod the budgets shall be presented by the 
Council and as adopted by the Synod shall become the operating budgets 
for the current fiscal year. 

F. It shall be competent for the Dioceses and Missionary Districts to pay to 
the Treasurer of the Province monthly one-twelfth of their respective 
assessments and apportionments, provided that the total amount due to be 
paid not later than April thirtieth. 

On motion this amendment was approved and adopted. 

3. Resolved: that Canon V be amended by changing line four to read: 
“on the thirtieth day of April’, so that lines three and four shall read, “He 
shall close his books on the thirtieth day of April”. 

On motion this amendment was approved and adopted. 


On motion the report as a whole was adopted. 

The Committee on Necrology presented its report through the Bishop of 
Sacramento, Chairman (page —). At the conclusion of the report the Chair 
bade the House to prayer. 
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The Rey. A. L. Walters read the noonday prayers for missions, 

Dean Springer presented the report of St. Margaret's House. On motion 
the report was received and adopted and ordered incorporated in the Journal. 
(Appendix.) 

The Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 2:00 P.M. with 
the President in the Chair. 

Judge Howell read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures, and the Rev William 
Patrick, a Lt. Col. in the Chaplain Force of the Army, read the prayers. 

The Bishop of San Joaquin, Chairman of the Special Committee on Place- 
ment of Clergy set up by the 1942 Synod, reported progress and moved that the 
committee be continued. The motion was adopted. 

The Rev. Perry G. M. Austin, Chairman of the Committee on Seamen’s 
Work set up by the 1942 Synod, presented his report, which required no action. 
On motion the report was received and adopted. (Appendix K.) 

The Very Rev. H. H. Shires, Dean of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, presented his report, which, on motion, was received and adopted and 
ordered incorporated in the Journal. (Appendix M.) 

A letter from the Bishop of Spokane, Chairman of the Department of 
Christian Social Relations, enclosing an additional paragraph in his report pre- 
sented on Wednesday with the request that it be made a part of that report was 
read and, on motion, the request was granted. 


Mr. John Vassie presented the following resolution: 


Resolved: that this Synod is in hearty accord with the project of the Bishop 
Rowe Memorial. We think it most fitting that churches and people of this 
Province should have a generous part in commemorating this distinguished and 
consecrated member of so many former Synods. We, therefore, urge the Clergy, 
Vestries, and branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary in this Province to make 
plans to share in establishing this memorial. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of the Bishop of San Joaquin it was voted that any balance 
returned to the Treasurer by the Parish of the Church of the Incarnation 
from the $300 allocated for Synod expense be forwarded by the Treasurer to 
this Memorial Fund as a token offering from the Province of the Pacific. 

On motion the Synod went into executive session for the selection of candi- 
dates for the vacant Episcopate of San Joaquin. The Chair appointed the fol- 
lowing tellers: 

For the Episcopal vote, the Bishops of Idaho and Nevada. 

For the Clerical vote, Archdeacon White and the Rev. Leslie Rolls. 

For the Lay vote, Judge Howell and Mr. E. W. Burr. 

For Judge of the Election, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. 

On motion it was voted that no publicity through the secular or the Church 
press or in any other other way be given to the choice made in this election 
until the result has been placed in the hands of the Presiding Bishop. 

The Chair ordered the ballot taken. By the concurrent majority vote of the 
three orders voting separately, the following were named as the nominees to the 
Presiding Bishop and through him to the House of Bishops when it meets in 


Cleveland in October to fill the vacancy in the Episcopate of the Missionary 
District of San Joaquin: 


The Rev. Mark Rifenbark, D.D., Rector of Trinity Church, San Jose, 
California. . 

The Very Rev. Charles E. McAllister, D.D., Dean of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Evangelist, Spokane, Washington, 
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The Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, D.D., Dean of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacitic, Kerkeley, California. 


‘Lhe Synod arose from executive session. 


Invitations for being host city to the 1944 Synod were received from Bakers- 
nield, Cahtornia, and trom Keno, Nevada. by a rising vote the invitation from 
iKxeno was accepted. 


On motion of Mr. Vassie it was voted that the Journal of the 1943 Synod 
be printed and distributed. 


On motion of the Bishop of San Joaquin it was voted that the Constitution 
and Canons of the Province be incorporated in tne Journal of 1943, 


Archdeacon Bulkley presented tne tollowing resolution: 


Kesolved: that this meeting extend to the Kev. Altred Lockwood its felici- 
tations and express its gratetul appreciation tor his services as Secretary ot 
twenty-iive Synod meetings and his wise guidance of Provincial attairs during 
all these years. On motion the resolution was adopted. ‘he Secretary feels 
sure he can be excused for incorporating in this minutes his deep appreciation 
of this resolution and his thanks tor tne gitt that accompanied it. 

Archdeacon White and Judge Howell of the Committee on Constitution 
and Canons were appointed as the committee to certify to the Secretary the 
changes made in the same by this Synod. 

The Committee on Resolutions, through Mr. Vassie, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, presented the iollowing report: 

Whereas, Mr. Edward F. Colcock, who has been for some years an attend- 
ant at the Synod meetings and who is a member of the Councul, is absent from 
this 25th Annual Synod; and, 

Whereas, this absence is caused by the death of one of his children; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved: that this 25th Synod instructs its Secretary to convey to Mr. 
and Mrs. Colcock our most sincere sympathy in their bereavement and assure 
them of the depth and firmness of our belief that their loved child is safely 
at rest in the hand of the loving God, and that though during the years of this 
mortal life they miss their loved one, still after a few more years shall have 
rolled past they, also, being called into that greater life beyond, will again be 
joined in full fellowship with their beloved child. On motion this resolution 
was adopted by a rising vote.

Rev. Walter Mitchell in his suffering and our fondest 
hopes that he may have a complete and speedy recovery. On motion this reso- 
lution was adopted by a rising vote. 

3. Whereas, the members of this Synod have been informed of the absence 
of Mrs. W. L. Van Schaick, President of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary, and 

Whereas, it is learned that this absence is caused by sickness in her house- 
hold, which has laid added and serious burdens upon her; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that this 25th Annual Synod meeting in Santa Rosa extends to 
Mrs. Van Schaick its sympathy in her difficulties and our deep trust that time 
as it passes will remove and remedy all difficulties so that she may be enabled 
to carry on her duties through the coming year and render it possible for her 
to be with us at the next annual Synod. 
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On motion the resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 


4. Whereas, the Bishop of Sacramento and his co-workers, including 
especially the Rector of this Parish and his people, graciously offered to become 
the hosts of this 25th Synod, and 

Whereas, all arrangements for the Synod and for the entertainment of its 
many guests have been efficiently provided for, with most generous hospitality; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, this Synod expresses its grateful appreciation to all who have 
had a share in making this annual Provincial gathering such a memorable one; 
and, be it further 

Resolved, that the Synod record its appreciation of the publicity given to 
its proceedings by the press of the City of Santa Rosa, and, in particular, to 
Senator Herbert W. Slater and Mr. Carl R. Lehman and the staff of the Santa 
Rosa Democrat. The several days of religious renewal, fellowship and inspira- 
tion have been of inestimable value to us all, for which we humbly acknowledge 
our gratitude to Almighty God, the Giver of all good gifts. On motion this 
resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

5. Whereas, the Santa Rosa Chamber of Commerce has kindly provided 
the printed programs and name cards used in connection with this meeting of 
the Synod; therefore, be it 


Resolved, that we acknowledge this courtesy with our sincere thanks and 
appreciation. 
On motion the resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 


On motion the President and the Secretary were authorized to certify the 
minutes of today’s session. 


The Rev. Francis P. Foote, through the Rev. H. M. Shires, presented the 
following resolution: 


Whereas, the issue of Church Unity is one of the most vital of all questions 
before the Christian Church today, and, 

Whereas, the ecumenical movement is of wide interest to Christians of 
every name; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that this Synod express its conviction that the effort to achieve 
organic union which the Presbyterian Church, United States of America, be 
continued. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 


All business on the calendar having been completed it was, on motion, 
voted that after suitable devotions this twenty-fifth Synod should stand ad- 
journed sine die. The President bade the House to prayer and then concluded 
with the benediction and the blessing. 

The evening of this day was devoted to a joint session of the Synod and 
the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary in the form of a service with the President of 
the Province in charge and an address by the Rt. Rev. William F. Lewis, D.D., 
Bishop of Nevada. 

The following day, Friday, June 11th, a very interesting and valuable con- 
ference on Rural Work was held in the Parish House of the Church of the 
Incarnation. The program was arranged by the Commission on Rural Work, 
the Ven. William F. Bulkley, Chairman. He was assisted in carrying this 
conference to a most successful conclusion by the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, D.D., 
Bishop of Idaho, who was chairman of the conference.

SANTA ROSA, CALIFORNIA 


The twenty-second annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
National Council, Province of the t’acitic, was called to order in the Parish 
House of the Church of the Incarnation, Santa Rosa, at 2:00 o'clock 1n the 
afternoon of Wednesday, June Yth. In the absence of the president and first 
and second vice-presidents, the third vice-president, Mrs. Chester Kennedy, 
presided. At 7:30 that morning the Woman’s Auxiliary had joined with the 
Synod in a Corporate Communion and at 10:00 attended the opening service 
at which the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, Bishop of Idaho, was the preacher. He 
spoke of the only freedom as being the treedom in Christ and that we should 
meet the present situation as a truly tree people would rise to the occasion 
so that we may not lose our freedom meanly. It has been said that in the 
Revolutionary war we conquered our fathers; in the Civil war, our brothers; 
in 1918, our neighbors, and now, in this war, we have to conquer ourselves. 

ln opening the meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary, greetings were read 


from the president, Mrs. W. L. Van Schaick, expressing her regret at not being 
able to attend and saying her thoughts and prayers were with us and that she 
knew the meeting would be blessed with strength, help and a deeper consecra- 
tion to God’s service, and that no matter what we are called upon to meet in our 
individual, our national life, or the life of the world, to remember that Christ 
reigns. “Be of good cheer, | have overcome the world.” 


The opening devotions, conducted by Dean Ethel Springer, gave us the 
thought that the world is in a period of expectancy, a waiting period. Organ- 
ized bodies have incredible power and love can be spread to be the basic ele- 
ment of our Christian community. “Despise not the day of little things for from 
little things great things come.” Greetings and a cordial welcome were extendeu 
by the Rey. Arthur W. Farlander, rector of the host church, and Mrs. Eva 
Castledine, vice president of the Diocese of Sacramento, and were responded to 
by Mrs. B. L. Hughes of the District of San Joaquin. 


Roll call indicated a quorum present, as there were delegates responding 
from every diocese and missionary district with the exception of Alaska, Hono- 
lulu and the Philippines. So it was in order to declare the meeting in session 
for business. 


The report of the Program Committee was given by the chairman, Mrs. 
E. W. Pigion. The program had been planned with the view of honoring the 
United Thank Offering workers in the Province so that we could become better 
acquainted not only with their work but with them as personalities. The pro- 
gram had to accomplish the almost impossible and be whipped into shape just 
prior to the meeting as it was found difficult to formulate a formal program in 
advance, due to the many problems of holding a meeting in war times. Mrs. 
Pigion acknowledged, with thanks, the help she had received in the last minute 
revision from Mrs. George Batte, the Provincial Representative on the National 
Executive Board and the officers present.

: The Secretary read a message from Margaret Marston, National Execu- 
tive Secretary, sending greetings from the workers on the Woman’s Auxiliary 
staff to the women missionaries in the 8th Province, and wished to join in 
paying tribute to them; a telegram of greeting from Miss Ruth Jenkins, the 
former Secretary-Treasurer of the Province, expressing her regret at not 
being able to be present; and greetings from Mrs. Casbolt, a former Provincial 
officer, and from Mrs. Ida W. Soule, the originator and inspiration of the 
United Thank Offering Fund. Miss Jenkins’ message also contained the news 
that three-fourths of the $160,000 old indebtedness against The Annie Wright 
Seminary in Tacoma had been raised during the year, which was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause. 

In the absence of the Provincial Chairman for St. Margaret’s House, Mrs. 
William Remington, her report, which had been mimeographed, was distrib- 
uted to thé delegates without being read. A further report on the work at St. 
Margaret’s House was read by Dean Springer. 


Miss Margaret Williams spoke on College Work and said that work was 
concerned chiefly with books. She had copies of many stimulating and informa- 
tive pamphlets and books on display. She especially recommended us to 
read a poem, “At Midnight on the 3lst of March”, by Josephine Case, which 


-was about a city that was cut off from all outside contacts, parts of which she 


read. She feels that the present-day college campus is so changed that she 
doesn’t know it any more. The enrollment of women students is down 10% 
but girls who had left earlier to take defense jobs are beginning to come back, 
as they are learning that anyone can do that work but that they need more 
training to do the work the country will need later on in education and character 
building. Miss Williams called our attention to some pamphlets on display in 
the interest of the Church Society for College Work. In line with this special 
work, a letter was read by the Secretary from Mrs. Lindlay Patton, Woman’s 
Auxiliary Representative on the Provincial Commission for College Work, in 
regard to this important missionary field. Mrs. Batte commented on the big 
mission field in college work and the challenge as to what we were going to do 
about these changed conditions. She made the recommendation that the Dio- 
cesan and District Presidents find out if they have a college commission and 
to work toward having a representative for college work on each Woman’s 
Auxiliary Board as an integral part of the Auxiliary so that we can serve in 
that field as we should. 

In the absence of Mrs. W. W. Peddar, Chairman, the report on The 
Daughters of the King was read by Mrs. E. L. Rolls. 

A letter sent by Mrs. F. A. Plum, Altar Chairman, from the Sisters of St. 
Saviour House, was read by the Secretary. The Sisters wished to bring two 
pleas before the Altar Department: Ist, that the parishes which maintain 
regular communion services try to give monthly or quarterly orders for altar 
breads as that would allow a supply to be built up for the armed forces; 2nd, that, 
in the interest of conservation and war economy, the empty boxes be returned. 
Mrs. H. M. Sherman was asked to tell of the work of the Maria Kipp Orphan- 
age, conducted by this Sisterhood, and gave us a brief picture of what they are 
doing. Mrs. Plum’s report on the Altar Work, in the form of a message, was 


read by the Secretary. 
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The report of the Nominating Committee, as read by the Chairman, Mrs. 
Livermore, presented the following nominations: 

First Vice President: Mrs. J. A. Northrup, Utah. 

Representative on the National Executive Board: Mrs. Geo, McP. Batte, 
California, 

Trustee of St. Margaret’s House: Mrs. Robert Arneson, Oregon. 

Associate Member of the Provincial Council: Mrs. Walter Mitchell, 
Arizona. 

An amendment to the By-Laws was presented at this time and adopted on 
motion. Article V, Section 3, amended to read: Three communicants of the 
Church, active members of the Woman’s Auxiliary, shall be elected to serve 
as Associate Members of the Provincial Council. The President of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Province shall always be ex-officio member of the Provincial 
Council. (a) The Associate Members of the Provincial Council shall serve for 
three years, one member being elected each year. 


The report of the Girls’ Friendly Society was read by the Chairman, Mrs. 
Herbert V. Harris, and adopted. 


Mrs. Batte introduced Mrs. J. O. Lincoln, who, for many years, has been 
connected with the work at St. Dorothy’s Rest. She feels that she must now 
give up that work and was happy to report that, after seven years, they have 
succeeded in having the Sisters of the Transfiguration of Glendale, Ohio, take 
over the work. Three of the Sisters were present with her. 


The resignation of Mrs. D. E. Ingham as editor of the 8th Province 
Quarterly News was accepted with regret and the Secretary was instructed to 
write a letter of appreciation to her. Miss Hibbard suggested that the Quarterly 
be dropped for the duration but with the understanding that it should be con- 
tinued later. It was further suggested that the Provincial President send out 
letters twice a year to the Diocesan and District Presidents to hold them to- 
gether in interest. The discussion became general as the acting President 
called on representatives from all the dioceses and districts to express their 
ideas as to the advisability of continuing the Quarterly. It was the unanimous 
opinion that the paper was exceedingly worthwhile but all felt it should be 
discontinued for the duration because of the cost and the difficulty of having it 
printed, but wanted some substitute for the dissemination of Provincial news, 
It was decided that all would like mimeographed copies of a letter to be sent 
out by the President, probably twice a year, giving Provincial news. Mrs. Batte 
spoke of such a sheet put out successfully by the 5th Province. 


A resolution was passed to send a telegram to Mrs. Van Schaick, after 
which the meeting adjourned until the following morning. 


THURSDAY, JUNE 10th 


On Thursday morning the Diocesan and District Presidents met with the 
Provincial officers for a Corporate Communion, followed by a breakfast meet- 
ing in the Parish House. Breakfast was also served there on Wednesday morn- 
ing to the Woman’s Auxiliary and to the Synod. 


The business meeting was called to order at 10 o’clock and opened with a 
devotional service, led by Deaconess Katherine Phelps. 


After a letter of greeting was read by the Secretary from Mrs. Remington, 
Mrs. Batte spoke on “Echoes from the National Executive Board”, telling of 
her work there and of the setup of the National Board, and of how the hap- 
penings at these meetings were publicized throughout the eight Provinces by 
letters sent by each representative, She told something of the plans for Triennial 
and of the United Thank Offering proposed budget, which they expect to 
reach the $1,000,000 mark this year. The packet, “Plan of Action”, was recom- 
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mended for all of us to study. The circulation of the national paper, “Pointers”, 
has come up in the 8th Province as we are now in third place, with 293 sub- 
scriptions. Mrs. Batte stressed the importance of sending in the names of 
newly-elected officers immediately to Miss Margaret Marston, 281 4th Ave., 
New York, and to Mrs. Van Schaick and Mrs. Batte. The most interesting 
piece of news to us she kept until the last, when she announced that our Pro- 
vincial President, Mrs. Van Schaick, had been elected to the position of assis- 
tant presiding officer at the Triennial in place of Miss Edith Roberts, who had 
resigned, and of the importance of that position, as she will have the evaiuation 
of the entire Triennial to give. 

The Treasurer’s report was given by Mrs. C. V. Bowman and accepted 
and ordered placed on file.

Mimeographed copies of the report of the Chairman of Religious Education, 
Mrs. Walter Mitchell, which included the financial statement of the Quarterly 
by the editor, Mrs. Ingham, were distributed. 

The question of the Quarterly was brought up for final action and the 
motion was made by Miss Hibbard, duly seconded and carried, that copies os 
the Journal be sent to every Diocesan and District President and ees 
officer, and that the Provincial President send out two mimeographed letters 
a year to every President, to contain Provincial news. No gp a lig 
made as to how this would be financed. Deaconess Phelps moved that the 
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Quarterly News be discontinued for the duration, This motion was duly sec- 
onded and carried, 

The work among the blind was presented by Miss Mary Melvin, Pro- 
vincial Chairman for the Florence Baxter Memorial. Miss Melvin is studying 
occupational therapy at the San Jose College, which is a new study for women, 
and she feels it is directly connected with tnis work among the blind, as it is a 
branch of medical science for physical and mental restoration. It 1s being used 
in Army and Navy hospitals for the blind among the service men. The Florence 
Baxter Memorial has contributed to two national Braille publications and has 
financed Braille transcribing, but Miss Melvin felt it needed another project, 
something to stimulate interest and action. So she wrote to many places doing 
the same type of work and brought to our attention the suggestion of Mr. 
Perry Sundquist, State Social Welfare Commission of California, that there 
was need for financial help in sight conservation. It was moved by Mrs. Batte, 
seconded by Deaconess Phelps and carried that we vote $75.00 from the Flor- 
ence Baxter Memorial Fund for sight conservation, to be used through Miss 
Melvin at her discretion. In connection with the name of this fund it was sug- 
gested by someone who had known Mrs, Baxter that the fund was started as 
the Florence Baxter Memorial and that we should continue to so designate this 
fund, A further motion was made by Mrs. Batte that a person be appointed 
from each diocese and district to make a survey through its Christian Social 
Relations Department as to what setup each state has for blind work, and this 
survey to be turned in to Miss Melvin before the next annual meeting of the 
Province. The motion carried.

He hoped for a strong group of rural workers 
to study the growing needs of our church in this field. The Rt. Rev. Arthur 
W. Moulton, the presiding Bishop, paid his customary visit to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary meeting and closed the morning session with noonday prayers. He 
said we all felt the dignity and importance of a Synod at this time and that there 
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was a feeling of adventure and heroism due to the fact that we had not quit for 
any materia reasons. 1 hat teeing will set tis Synou apart as having aone a tine 
piece of daring work tor our Master. He spoke of tne fact that the President 
or the Umied States haa urged that meetings ot church bodies be held.

book very highly as stimulating and aitterent. ‘his chapter, with the responses 
read by ditterent voices, was called “1nis is the Joyous City’, and provoked 


thought as to whether your city was a joyous city and what it was doing to meet 
its problems. 


Following this, Miss Rebekah Hibbard spoke on the subject, “Anticipating 
the iri-ennial’. ‘Lhis will be the 54th General Convention and during all those 
years the Church has never mussed holding one, even during the Civil War. ‘he 
theme this year is God’s Giit and Our ask. She reported that the Home De- 
partment had made a big advance in appointing a Negro Secretary for Negro 
work. Miss Hibbard felt it was a fascinating study the way two races could 
adjust and get along together and suggested that we also should be thinking 
about our attitude toward the Japanese after the war, which should be neither 
bitter nor sentimental, but one of brotherly love. “Those who have the faith of 
Jesus Christ should use it; those who haven't it should seek it’. 

As a prelude to the presentation of the Bishop Rowe Memorial a word of 
greeting was read from Mrs. Bentley, wife of the Bishop of Alaska. Mrs. 
Livermore, a member on the commission for raising this memorial, spoke of 
Bishop Rowe’s wonderful missionary work in Alaska and felt that the Woman’s 
Auxiliary should be especially interested in this memorial as he was the only 
man paid out of United 1hank Oftering funds, and the first United Thank 
Offering money was spent on the chapel at Nenana. As only $20,000 had been 
raised so far toward the $55,000 needed for the memorial, Mrs. Livermore 
asked for suggestions as to how to raise the balance of the fund. It was moved 
by Miss Hibbard, seconded and carried that Mrs, Livermore serve as Provincial 
Chairman to contact each diocese and district to further the raising of this 
memorial. It was voted that the offering taken at the meeting be sent to the 
Bishop Rowe Memorial as the initial offering from the women of the Church, 
and $40.06 was received. An offertory solo was beautifully rendered by Miss 
Leone Steele, accompanied by Mrs. Baker. 

Prayers were given by Mrs. H. M. Sherman in memory of Flora Leonard 
and Ella Brown of the Diocese of Los Angeles, Sarah Belle Harris of the Dio- 
cese of Sacramento and Nettie Galbraith of the District of Spokane, faithful 
workers of the Church, who had passed on to their eternal home during the year. 

The report of the Mothers’ Memorial for Retired Missionaries, prepared by 
Mrs. Wilson Johnston, Chairman, was read by Mrs. I. W. Howe, in the absence 
of the Chairman. 

The election of officers followed and, as there were no further nominations 
from the floor, the nominations were closed and the Secretary instructed to 
cast the ballot for the names submitted by the Nominating Committee as 
follows:

A motion was made and carried that the reading of the minutes be dis- 
pensed with and that they be printed in the Journal. 

The Resolutions Committee presented its report through ite Chairman, 
Mrs. Rose. Following its reading it was voted to accept the report as a whole. 

The business of the 22nd annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Province having been completed, the acting President declared the sessions 
adjourned and presented the Rt. Rev. A. W. Noel Porter, Bishop of Sacra- 
mento, who wished us God speed. He spoke of the urgent need of these times 
for men and women to have a triumphant faith in Almighty God and suggested 
two things for us to resolve to do in the year ahead: Ist, to look to our own 
personal religion and to have a quiet time each day for the contemplation of 
God, and 2nd, to add something to the community life, manifesting our belief 
in the ultimate decency of things and proving that our faith will sustain us. 
By virtue of the help and fellowship and inspiration we had received from the 
meetings, Bishop Porter felt we had all been strengthened to strive for a better 
world, which has to begin with ourselves,
